DOINGS IN BRAZIL. 

Da Gaiiia Gives Formal Notice That 
He Will Forthwith Block- 
ade Rio. 



A Settlement Impossible Unless Presi- 
dent Peixoto Will Consent 
to Abdicate. 



London, Fob. 0. — A dispatch roceived 
from Rio Janeiro lato this evening Bays 
Admiral da Gama has given forty-eight 
hours notice that ho will blockade Rio 
and has disposod his fleet accord- 
ingly. This stop is intended to assert 
bolligoront rights for tho insurgents. Tho 
aotion of tho foreign commanders is awaited 
with anxioty. A despatch from Rio this 
evening Bays : Admiral da Gama had ar- 
ranged to land troops at Nictheroy 
yesterday as ho had been in- 
formed that two regimentB of national guards 
Btationed near that city wore likely to de- 
sert the Government as soon as an insurgent 
forco appeared, Tho plan was discovered 
ashore and tho landing was therefore aban- 
doned. The national guards showed no 
signs of disloyalty when approached by 
Admiral da Guma'e agents. 

Tho Times correspondent in Rio, Bays in 
a lottcr dated Jan. 10: The rebel warship 
Tomandurhas been much damaged by shells, 
but her guns aro in working order. These 
aro immeusoly superior to any of the shoro 
artillery. The best work has been done 
by tho Armstrong gun, using 17 pounds 
of powder, but thero have been accidents 
owing to carelessness. The ship being undor 
mannod, it has been customary to bring on 
deck enough " eordito " for a day's firing. 
Sholls from the ahoro thrice exploded, kill- 
ing two ollicora and fourteen men. The staff 
of tho Enchadas hospital has done excellent 
work, and the wounded have the best pos- 
sible treatment. Tho correspondent inter- 
viewed da Gama, and tho Admiral said that 
a reconciliation waa impossiblo unless Presi- 
dent Peixoto would hand the reins of 
government over to tho President of the 
Senate, and the question of forming a gov- 
ernment should be submitted to a pleciscite. 
If tho latter should decline to act da Gama 
said tho rebels would consent to having two 
from each side control tho government 
pending an election. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette yesterday, further 
commenting on the action of Benham at 
Rio, says thero aro so many European in- 
terests in Brazil that Benham will 
nover bo ablo to play the 
game played in Chili. Benham, it adds, 
has no right to defend his aotion 
on tho plea that Enropoan powers aro in- 
triguing to restore tho empiro in Brazil, al- 
though the powers would have every excuse 
to re-establish tho empiro if it was true that 
tho Brazilians desired an empire. 

F. Leveson Bertie, of tho Foreign Office, 
received to-day, for Lord Rosebery, 
a deputation from tho Clyde Associa- 
tion of ownors of sailing ships. The 
deputation eamo to urge that British mer- 
chant men in Rio Janeiro harbor be pro- 
tected as effectively as the American 
shipping has been. Mr. Bertio replied to 
their complaints at some length. Tho latest 
telegrams from Mr. Wyudham, British 
minister in Rio, ho said, stated that the 
foreign warships Hero now affording full 
protection to the merchant shipping ; that 
colliers were unloading at the piers, and 
that tho interruption of traffic at Rio had 
virtually ceased. 

CANADIANS AT BATOOHE. 

Col. Houghton Defends the Volunteers From 
Gen. Middleman's Charge of Cowardice. 

MONTREAL, Feb, 5.— General Middleton, 
formerly commander of the militia in Can- 
ada, and who had charge of the troops dur- 
ing tho late Northwest rebellion, published 
an article in the Civil Service Magazine re- 
cently, asserting that nfter the first day's 
fighting at the battle of liatoehe, his senior 
officers wero of the opinion that thoy had 
not sufficient troops and advised retreat. 
Lieut. -Colonel Houghton, of thiB city, in a 
letter to tho Gazette, assert3 that it 
was General Middleton who wanted to re- 
treat, but that his officers remonstrated and 
Brigade Surgeon Orton positively refused to 
oboy tho order on tho ground that it would 
kill the sick and wounded men to move 
them over the rough roads. He said ho 
preferred staying and taking his chances 
with the enemy, and General Middleton 
then countermanded tho order to retreat. 
Lieut.-Col. Houghton defies (leneral Middle- 
ton to successfully contradict his statement. 

Sinco tho publication of tho letter it 
has been reported that Lieut. -Colonel 
Houghton hus been suspended by Major 
Gen. Herbert for wiitiug tho letter. 



A Prolonged Passage. 

San FRANCISCO, Feb. 5. — Tho American 
ship Louisiana, on which thirty-five per 
cent ro-itiBuranco was recently paid, ar- 
rived from New York to-day with a cargo of 
general merchandise, after a passage of 212 
days. 

Iticyciist Zimmerman Itenrty. 

Nkw YORK, Feb. 5. — When shown John 
Johnson's ohallengo yestorday, in which 
tho record breuker invitos a contest with 
Zimmerman, Walter Sanger or any other 
bicyclo ridor in tho world, Arthur Zim- 
merman said : " I am perfectly willing 
to meet Johnson in a raco or a series of 
races for a trophy and the championship. 
Johnson states that ho is willing to raco 
at my homo or on any track that may bo 
mutually agreed upon. That will suit mo, 
I will race him on either the Freehold or 
the Ashbury Park track at such time as 
may bo mutually agreod upon. As regards 
tho naturo of tho trophy to bo presented to 
tho winner, I will leave that to Johnson. 
Tho date and other details can be arranged 
lator." 



ALFRED OF ENGLAND. 

Position of the Duke of Saxe Couurg Dis- 
cussed In the Itelchstag. 

Berlin, Feb. 5.— The question of the 
present nationality of tho Duke of Saxe 
Coburgand Gotha, (the Duko of Edinburg), 
came up in tho Roichstag to-day. Herr 
Robert Friedberg, National Liberal, askod 
Chancollor Caprivi whether it was in har- 
mony with German intorests that tho reign- 
ing Duke of Saxo Coburg and Gotha should 
be at thiB timo a British subject. Ho 
further deBired to bo informed if a foreigner 
could become a German sovereign. 

The Chancellor replied that the Duke had 
legally succeeded to tho German title and 
throno and had thereby become a German. 
The fact that ho was a Gorman sovereign 
excluded tho possibility of his being a 
foreign siibject. 

Herr Bonin, Secretary of State for tho 
Duchy, stated on behalf of the Duko that 
he was not the subject of any foreign power. 
He hold no obligations toward Great Britain 
that wore contrary to his German sover- 
eignty. 



RUSSO GERMAN TREATY. 

The Kaiser's Appeal for Its Passage— The 
Question Fraught With Grave 
Consequences. 

Berlin, Feb. 5. — Count von Caprivi's 
parliamentary dinner, which preludes 
the final struggle over tho Rus- 
sian commercial treaty, was held 
this evening at the Chancellor's palace. 
Emporor William was present, and talked 
almost constantly with tho other guests. In 
conversing with several deputies, the Emperor 
advocated strongly the passing of the Rus- 
sian commercial treaty, and emphasized the 
fact that the rejection would have disagre- 
able consequences for Germany. Toward 
tho close of the dinnor Emperor William 
spoke concerning tho Russiun treaty 
in the Reichstag. Ho said : " Tho 
Reichstag waa never before culled 
upon to make a decision fraught with 
such important consequences. It is certain 
that the rejection of tho treaty would be 
followed speodily by a tariff war and later 
by actual war. Let every deputy so 
act at this time that none may be 
able to say afterwards ' I did not know.' 
Tho favorable terms granted to us in the 
treaty which was signed to-day, are 
due to tho personal intervention of 
Ilia Majesty the Czar, and to 
his well-known strong lovo of peace. 
The treaty bears every evidence 
throughout of that lovo which has been 
strong enough to overthrow the vigorous 
resistance of tho manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests of Russia." 

DANGEROUS SUGGESTIONS. 

Bloodthirsty Deliverances of it Socialist Leader 
on Tower 11111, Loudon. 

London, Fob. 5. — A meeting of tho un- 
employed was held at Towor Hill yester- 
day, at which the Socialist leader, Wil- 
liams, announced that a demonstration 
would bo made in Trafalgar square on Sat- 
urday. He declared if the Police interfered 
with their procession tho unemployed would 
send them to heaven by chemical parcel 
post. The statement was greoted with 
cheers by the assembled mob. Con- 
tinuing, Williams declared that a piece 
of explosive the size of a penny 
which could be carriod in tho pocket would 
remove two lines of policemen. Again 
tho mob broke into reciprocal cries 
as Williams repeated his dangorous 
hint, many of tho crowd shouting 
" It should bo dono ! " Williams further 
said that if the foreign anarchists should 
reinforce .the unemployed there would bo 
warm work for police. Tho speaker was 
repeatedly cheered. 

MIDWINTER FAIR. 

It Will He Extended for ft Month- National and 
Other Special Days. 

San Francisco, Fob. 5.— Tho Fair will bo 
extended a month beyond tho timo first pro- 
posed. The managers have decided that as 
thero was a delay of a mouMi in the opening 
day, it should bo made up at tho other end. 
The original date of opening was January 1, 
and of closing June ,'!0. Tho opening day 
did not occur until January 27, and tho Fair 
will not close until July 31, and probably 
not until August. This announcement 
was made to a number of exhibitors 
especially who intend to take advantage 
of the extension to make a splendid display 
of deciduous fruits, A number of people 
are desirous of making July 4 a greut day 
at tho Fair. Thero will by that timo have 
been a variety of special days, and tho na- 
tional day will come as a fitting climax. It 
is hoped that every exhibitor will stay and 
take part in it. 

LORDS AND COMMONS. 

An Urgent Circular Calls on Liberal Members 
to be In Their Places on Monday. 

London, Feb. 5. — An urgent circular 
notice has been sent out by Edward Mar- 
joribanks, Liberal whip to tho Liberal 
members of Parliament. Its substanco 
is that the Liberals must not 
fall to attend tho opening session of tho 
House of Commons next Monday, as the 
Government oxpeots tlioro will beimportant 
divisions on questions concerning tho differ- 
ences betweon the Lords and the Commons.

About 1,200 people had gathered 
to witness the execution, but finding tho 
guards prevented them from witneBBing it 
many left. From house tops in the vicinity 
of the guillotine, a number feasted their eyes 
onthe horrible spectacle. Tho condemnedinan 
was asleep when the officials arrived to toll 
him to prepare for death. Ho was awaken- 
ed and appeared somewhat surpritod at tho 
intelligence. Ho soon regained composure, 
however, Baying : " My blood is nothing 
compared with the progress of my prin- 
ciples. I shall be avenged." Ho refused to 
see a chaplain ; he even refused a stimulant, 
saying : "I have enough courage without) 
it." The condemned man's courage was 
remarkable indeed. Ho obeyed all orders 
readily, walked with a firm step to the" 
block, on which he placed his head without 
any assistance, and tho knife descended al- 
most at tho Bamo moment. He had turned 
around, his neck was severed and the head 
fell into tho buBket faco up. In less than 
two minutes aftor the knifo fell tho body 
was placed in a van and taken to Ivcrgno 
Cemetery. 

RUSSIA WILL RETALIATE 

.She IWIII Not Quietly Submit to Increased 
Grain Tariffs. 

London, Feb. 5.— A despatch from St. 
Petersburg says if Franco adopts tho in" 
creased grain tariff Russia will adopt retal- 
iatory measures, It is also said that simi- 
lar measures will be adopted against several 
American portB. Ono of tho Russian offi- 
cials said American grain is superseding that 
of Russia. Russia, he declared, would 
rather not havo tho friendship of thoso 
who care for nothing but their own profits.

Bland's Bill to Provide for the Utilization of 
i Seiguorane as Coin. 

Washington, Fob. 4.— Mr. Bland, of 
Missouri, chairman of the Houaa committee 
on coinoge, weighta and measurea, submit- 
ted to tho Houao yostorday, accompanied by 
a report recommending its pasaage, his bill 
directing tho coinago of silver bullion hold 
in tho treasury. Tho report says tho mea- 
sure providoa for the isauo of silver certifi- 
cates in amount equal to tho gain or seign- 
orago that may accruo on tho coinago of the 
silver bullion now in tho treasury, purchased 
under the Shorman Act of July, 1800. The 
seignorago is stated by Secretary Carlislo in 
his last annual report to be $55,158,861. 
Tho object of tho bill is to make 
this amount immediately available for 
tho current expenses of tho Government. 
Tho certificates aro authorized to bo issued 
on the bullion in advance of coinage, should 
tho exigencies of tho treasury rcquiro it. It 
is not likely, however, that this will be 
nccesaary, aiuco tho bullion may bo coined 
at tho rato of eight or ton million dollara per 
month if necessary. There is noquostion at 
all that tho coinago can be executed far be- 
yond any probability, whatever, of the 
demand for tho redemption of tho certifi- 
cates in silver dollars. Tho bill in no 
respect altera tho final reault that would bo 
obtained by the execution of tho law of 1S90, 
us to tho purchuso and disposition of 
bullion bought under it. It is clear that 
tho bullion was dedicated to tho resumption 
of tho Troasury notes iasuod in tho purchuao 
of tho bullion in the coinage of bullion for 
such redemption, and tho law itself provides 
for tho payment of any gain or aeiguorago 
into tho treu8ury. Tho bill does not chungo 
the terms of the law in this respect, but 
simply hastens its execution. This view of 
the law is held by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and is so stated in his annual ro- 
port. The low is plain that no notea 
Bhull remain outstanding beyond tho amount 
of dollars coined from tho bullion held for 
tho redemption of tho notes una tho coat 
price of the bullion. 

AGAINST OMIOJUS. 

Why an Oshkosh Clergyman Barred Oat 
Members of Ills Congregation. 

Oshkosh, Wis., Fob, 4.— The latest re 
ligious sonsatiou in Oshkosh has been tho 
barring out from his congregation by a 
South side Luthoran minister of all mem 
ber3 of labor unions. A test case was made 
on the application of Henry Haggons, a 
printer, who was not permitted to join, al- 
though his parents havo been life-long mem- 
bers of the church and his father is an ofli- 
cor. Rev. C. Dowidat, the clorgymuu in 
question, wua interviewed on the position of 
the Lutheran church towards unionism, and 
this is what ho said : " Wo Lutherans 
aro against labor and trade unions 
because their principles, endeavors and 
proceedings arel against! God's com- 
mandment. Tho Lutheran church ia ruled 
solely by God and hia Word. Uecauao the 
principles and endeavors of tho unions are 
against God's commandments, wo object und 
aro against tho unions. Such principles are 
ovidently ugainst the fourth commandment. 
Tho workman removes tho bars which God 
has put between master and servant when 
he goes not to his employer with decent re- 
juests or desires. A sincere Christian can- 
not plodge himself to endeavor to securo 
employment for union members in profor- 
once to others. Union men alienate tho 
servants from their employer by telling 
him whom ho has to or has not to employ.

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THE "MIOWEBA" IN DOCK. 



She Will be Partially Repaired Here 
ami Tlieu Proceed to 
the Tyue. 



Capt. J. G. Cox Leaves for Yoko- 
hama-Gossip of the Pocks 
and Wharves. 



Early yesterday morning the steamship 
Miowera mailo her Bomewhat delayed ap- 
poaronco in Esquimalt harbor, and as soon 
as the dock could be mado a-oady she was 
placed on the blocks, it being, how- 
ever, about G o'clock last evening 
beforo the dock was cleir of 
water. The steamer left .San Francisco 
for Victoria on Wodneeday afternoon and 
was making good time on her voyago until 
she readied Cape Flattery when a terriBo 
gale ;'rom the north was oncountered. Not 
seeing the Tatooah lighthouse, Capt. Scott 
took uo risks by coming close inland, and 
accordingly turnod to sea again, romaining 
out for 24 hours until the storm 
abated, The severity of the gale 
fortunately did no damage to the 
vessel, and she rodo out the Btorm 
in perfect safely. Speaking of the ropaira 
which the veasel will receive while in dock 
here, Mr. Wildridge who recently arrived 
from England to superintend tho work, says 
that the Miowera will simply have her rud- 
der post strengthened ami her bottom 
scrapod and painted. Tho work will bo 
done in about four days, when the ship will 
proceed to a colliery, load coal and then Bail 
for England. She will then proceed to 
Newcaatle-on-Tyne, where she will be thor- 
oughly overhauled and equipped ua a firs t- 
clasa mail ship. Concerning tho report that 
tho veaaol was lo be lengthened, Mr. Wild- 
ridge states tl.at ho does not know posi- 
tively in regard to tho matter. Ho says tho 
steamor had a miraculous eacapo from de- 
struction on tho reef in Honolulu harbor. 
Her bottom, although dinted in several 
places, ia not broken. Mr. W. J. Stevens 
supervised the work of placing tho steamer 
on tho blocka, the vessel being one of the 
longest over in the dock. \Vhother tho 
Warrimoo will bo taken off the dock for 
similar treatment when tho Miowera is 
ready to relieve her ia not known, but it is 
believed by some that she will. 

THE '* EMPRESS " AWAY. 

Capt. J. G. Cox was among the Victoria 
paasengore leaving for Vokohama on the 
steamship Empress of India last evening. 
He is going on business in connection with 
the firm of E. B. Marvin & Co. aud will be 
away only u short time. Another passen- 
ger who loft on the Empress was Mrs. 
Bishop, F.R.G.S., whoso misaion to the 
Orient has already been chronicled. Besides 
tho two mentioned, the EmpresB carried six 
other passengers from this port- They are : 
L. Rosenthal, T. E Harold, A. McGarva, 
E. Carlson, E. Davis, B. Manley aud 
W. Flemming. Those who took pas- 
sage on her at Vancouver woro : 
M. W. Johnatone, N. Holmea, C. W. Cal- 
ber, Mr. and Mrs. G. Flood, C. Stoddart 
and wife, Misses Wilkin, B. Matauka, Mr. 
and Mrs. Griffin, MieB Graves, Miss Mul- 
doon, Misa Haatinga, Mias Forsberg, Miss 
Collins, T. S. Smith, Mr. and Mrs. VV. F. 
Alloway, F. G. Carpenter, D. Dewey. Dr. 
W. A. Browne, J. G. Thompson, C. W. 
Collier, Mr. Aaano and Mr. Hoketain. Not 
more than thirty Chinamen left on her, aud 
the steamer's cargo was comparatively 
small. Tho ship sailed at about 7 o'clock 
last evening. 

THE "BOSCOWIXZ" SAILS. 

Thoro was little unoccupied space on the 
steamer Barbara Boscowitz when she sailed 
north last evening. Her decks were well 
filled with freight, tho bulkiest of which 
was lumber. Her passengers included \V. 
J. Woods, Theo. H. Robinson, G. Willis- 
croft, John Flewin, Charles Todd and wife, 
and A. Rudgo. The last named gentleman 
is bound for Haddington island, to open up 
the 3tone quarries there so that the supply 
for the new government buildingB can be 
obtained when required. 

THE SIAIL OONTItACT LET. 

Tho contract to carry the mail between 
Seattle and Port Towuaend for the next 
four years has been let to Captain D. B. 
Jackson, managing owner of the steamer 
George E. Starr, the service required being 
six maila per week, or one each day except 
Sunday. For somo time past thero have 
bsen two mails each day between Seattle 
and Port Townsend, only one, however, 
being paid for by the government. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Private advices received from Yokohama 
atato that the Vancouver sealing achooner 
Beatrice haB arrived thero safely. The 
Beatrice was one of the first of the British 
Columbia Heel of sealers to depart, and aa 
Bhe made a good trip those following her 
will probablv have the aamo fortune.

THE COWIOHAN lilVER. 

To THE Editoii:— The condition of the 
Cowiohan river in the ultimate three or four 
milea of its not very longthy course, has 
been for tho paBt three years a matter of 
steadily increasing interest to a considerable 
number of people. The resident owners 
and occupiers ot the land on its banks, in- 
cluding tho Indians oh the Reserves, havo 
watched with much anxiety and annoyance 
tho daily increasing loaa of valuable land 
and limber aud the destruction of fences 
and buildingB, involving, in more than one 
instance, household edicts and crops. Tho 
loggers and lumbermen, to whom it is tho 
highway for the products of their labor in 
tho extensive area round the Cowichan 
lake, havo suffered immense inconvenience 
and heavy loaa of money. Tho 
railway company have had to ex- 
pond largo Bums in tho building 
of a new bridge across tho river, and in en- 
gineering efforts more or leas successful to 
restrain tho river in its proper course. Tho 
judgea of tho Supremo court havo been exor- 
cised in granting injunctions and the law- 
yers in issuing writs ro tho Cowichan river. 
The Premier of the Province, accompanied 
by his colleague, Mr. Croft, tho other 
member for this district, has inspected tho 
river, attended a public meeting, and prom- 
ised his influential co-operation in anything 
to bo done, while the representative in the 
Dominion House has shown an equal in:oreat 
in tho matter. 

Hitherto it hus not aeomod possible to 
focus tho various conllicting intoresta and 



bring fchem into line for concerted action 
with a view to remedying tho evil in the 
only practical way, namely, by tho adop- 
tion of a scheme fcr confining tho 
river in its proper course by tho necessary 
engineering work, and by this, means, not 
only preventing its depredations and con- 
sequent injury to all concerned, but thereby 
perfecting aud maintaining tho natural 
highway to the Cowichan Lake. This 
beautiful sheet of water with ita lovely aur- 
rouudings, has, until quite recently, been 
looked upon only as tho Bportaman's para 
diBo, with just a little "logging" throwr 
in to keep up the valuo aa it wore. But tho 
information which has now becomo public 
property, and moro especially tho statistics 
producod in tho prosonco of the Premier and 
Mr. Croft at tho meeting hold hero by bo 
careful and truatworty a man as Mr. Pal 
mer, tho managing director of tho Chemainua 
Mill Co., have very materially affeotod the 
public feeling of this district. 

Wo are assured on the best authority 
that there ia a practically unlim- 
ited aupply of tho finest lumbor to 
the valuo of many millions of dollars 
in tho vicinity of tho Cowiohan lake, that 
capitalists are only waiting for the antici 
patod "rise" to begin operations on a largo 
Bcalo in that district, and that tho Cowichan 
river is tho only feasible routo by which 
thia lumbor can reach tho market; and, 
further, that thia river is also the only trans- 
porter otheruntappoddistricts. Thoamount 
of money required to do tho necosaary work 
on the river has been carofully estimated 
and is certainly not calculated to stand in 
tho way of such a project. It is even stated 
that iho capital ia availablo and only await- 
ing a guarantee from tho Government of 
some amall amount of interest. Theso are 
tho facts which havo tended to bring us all 
into line in this district; wo havo ceasod 
quarreling about tho "logs," and tho only 
"injunction" wo aBk for now ia that of a 
wholesome expression of public opinion 
brought to bear in tho proper quartor, to 
eucourugo those who are ready to do tho 
needful in this matter. But wo don't be- 
lievo in the Dominion Government doing 
anything for the Cowichan river. 

A meeting (tho third since tho now yoar) 
has been called for Tuesday, at which im- 
portant resolutions will bo proposed. Wo 
ask for tho support and assistance of tho 
Colonist. • A. M. Watson, M. D.

CAPITAL AND LABOR; 

To the Editok : Thia discussion haa 
drifted from tho "single tax" theory to an- 
other Bubieot of interest, and perhaps equally 
complex, viz.: "Capital and Labor." Am 
I to consider myself driven from the field of 
political economy by the ghost of Abraham 
Lincoln being called up to witneas against 
mo, but strange as it may seem I do not feel 
defeated yet. I consider that Lincoln was 
a great man on account of his having risen 
from obscurity, to tho high position ho occu- 
pied, and his attitude on tho Slavery ques- 
tion, rather than to any wiao sayings in tho 
science of political economy — or that his 
sayings on any subject were to be 
taken as conclusive without cavil. I, 
however, agree with Lincoln bo far, 
that labor was prior to capital, and that 
capital is the fruit of labor, not only with 
tho pick and spado, but with the moro 
trying labors of tho brain, in literature, 
painting, sculpturo, invention, and various 
other high pursuits, but I do not agree with 
Lincoln that labor in these days is inde- 
pendent of capital. This may, and no 
doubt was tho caao in the early days under 
tho patriarchal system, and to somo oxtent 
in new countries like tho United States ; 
but conditions thon, are not the conditions 
now, and we aro discussing practical issues 
— tho days we live in. Tho laborer having 
(without tho smallest intention or wish to 
do so) created the capitalist, is now com- 
pelled to acknowledge his poaitiou, and the 
many benefits conferred on humanity by 
him. 

Honest labor is highly honorablo, and hon- 
ored by all — but however much thia may bo 
the case, is thero a laborer (except thoee 
laboring in tho " Maator's vinoyard ") with- 
out tho deairo to bettor his condition, ac- 
quire capital if he can, and who would not 
readily change places with that bugbear, 
tho horrid capitalist ''. If there bo Buch a 
man, I would like to boo him. Mr. Ber. idge 
ia reported as having said at tho last public 
meeting " that capital was the truo friond 
of labor." So far he haa come to my way 
of thinking, but ho also said " that tho 
capitalist was the enemy of labor." I con- 
fess the point made hero ia too tine for mo 
to see, and to less suble minds 
than his own conveys no mean- 
ing. Capital being inert, without 
volition, cannot rush into the Iahoror's arms 
or pocket, and is utterly beyond his reach 
without the act and will of tho capitalist, 
whether given in the cuiso of charity, re- 
productive works or philanthropy, Mr. 
Berridge will find that he cannot, by Bophia- 
try or ingenuity, soparate the' disposition of 
capital from the will ot the capitalist. It 
would be juat aa sensible to condemn tho 
reservoir which conserves tho rilla of water 
for summer use, as to condemn the careful 
man who acquires capital honestly, to dis- 
pense it afterwards wisely aud usefully. As 
neither position touches me personally, I 
can afford to say that it 18 very common and 
very cheap popularity to traduce the capi- 
talist, who, if not ahead of the laborer, haB 
at least us much honesty, charity and com- 
passion for Buffering humanity aa the laborer.

A N UN J US TIFIA BLE A TTA CK. 

Mr. Brown's attack on Messrs. Horrje, 
Kollio and Punch yesterday was altogether 
unjustifiable. These gentlemen were not 
elocted to opposo the Government. Neither 
were Messrs. Brown, Cotton, Kitchen and 
Sword. They were all elected as Iudepen 
denta and promised to givo the Government 
an independent support. During the first 
Bcsaion they all occupied the position in the 
House which they were olected to fill 
Thoy Rave tho Government an independent 
Bupport. But Messrs. Brown, Cotton, 
Sword, Kitchen, Keith and Forster soon 
showed that their independence was a mere 
pretence. Thoy became virtual opponents 
of the Government, and after a while, 
they threw off all disguiso and were 
in tho House and in tho country its moBt 
bitter and most active opponents. Thoy 
never, that wo heard of, received any 
authority from their constituents to change 
their attttudo with respect to tho Govern 
meat. Messrs, Home, Punchand Kellio, true 
to their election pledges, gave the Government 
an independent support, and that ia what 
they are still doing. If any of the 
members elected as Independents can 
be accmed of unfaithfulness and treach- 
ery, it iB tho men who, though elected by 
tho people to take an independent course, 
for purposes of their own and without ask- 
ing the consent of the electors, joined the 
Opposition. Mr. Home justified tho courae 
he had taken, and Mr. Kellio and Mr. 
Punch are no doubt prepared to show that 
it is Brown, Cotton & Co., and not they, 
who have been the traitors. 



NOT TO BE INTIMIDATED. 

The attempt to scare tho House of Lords 
by the threat of extinction into passing 
bills which it does not approvo, is not meet- 
ing with very brilliant success. The Lords 
are firm, and are not to be bulliod into 
accepting legislation which they look upon 
as injurious to tho country. Thoy show, 
too, that they h&ve faith in tho good senso 
and the conservatism of tho electors. They, 
in effect, eay to tho Government, " If you 
do not like what we do, and if you consider 
that tho courso wo aro taking iB not in 
accordance wjth the will of the nation, then 
appeal to tho nation to find out whether 
it is or not. We havo been long 
ready to submit tho differences between us 
to the arbitrament of tho pollB." But tho 
LibevalB are most reluctant to appeal to the 
people. They huvo evidently loBt thoir 
faith in Iho olectorB, and decline to seek 
thoir decision until thoy are compelled to 
do so. 

The House of Lords wish to givo both 
employers and employes some latitude of 
choice in the Employers Liability Bill. Tho 
Liberals want to forco all, whother thoy 
need it or not, to come under thoir now 
law. The Lords introduced an amendment 
in the direction of freodom, but tho Liboral 
majority would not agreo to it, Whon tho 
bill was sent back to tho Lorda, they intro- 
duced their amendment in a Blightly differ- 
entform. If tho Liberals do not uccopt it, tho 
bill will be lost for this session at any rate. 

In the same way tho Lords, although they 
believe in tho principlo of tho Parish Coun- 
cils bill, disapprove of somo of ita pro- 
visions. The Liborals seem dotorminod to 
make them swallow tho bill whole, but the 
LordB will ovidontly do nothing on compul- 
sion, so the probability is that tho Parish 
Councils bill will sharo the fate of tho Em- 
ployers' Liability bill. 

It is fortunate that tho differences botwoon 
the Lords and Commons aro not of much 
immodiato importance. Iho nation can got 
along very woll if noithor moasuro becomes 
law for two or three years. But thoro 
is roally no reason for so long a delay. 
If the Government could only screw up its 
courage to dissolve Parliament tho ques- 
tions in dispute would be Bettlod ono way or 
other in tho courso of a very fow months. 

But tho Government has other items on 
its programme which it wisheB to dispoao of 
beforo it goes to tho country. It docs seem 



as if it felt that their consideration would 
put off the evil day — the day of eleotion — 
for some timo longer. There aro tho Welth 
Disestablishment bill and the bill to alter 
the electoral franchise. Tho former seems 
jtiBt now to bo kept very carefully in the 
background. Tho Liborals know that it ia 
unpalatable to n,any of thoir supporters. 
The oaudidato for Horncistle, for in- 
atance, though a thorough Liberal, 
boldly declarod hia opposition to Welsh 
disestablishment ; but ho was defeated 
nevertheless, tho Conservative majority in 
that division having couaidoribly increased 
since tho general election. It docs not ap- 
pear that either time or their loudly ex- 
pressed zeal on behalf of tho people ia help- 
ing tho Liberals just now, Thoro are other 
indications besides this Horncaotlo oloctiou 
which show that tho tide of popular 
opinion haB set in against the Glad- 
stouians, and that whon the dissolu 
tion does como tho pooplo will, by a 
very largo majority, declaro in favor of the 
courso pursued by the Houso of Lorda, 
Thore can bo no doubt that if there is a dia 
solution of Parliament boforo the end of ita 
term, it will bo precipitated by tho action 
of tho Upper Chamber, and it is as likely aa 
not that the abolition of that branch of tho 
legislature will bo tho issue. 

A BRIGHTENING PROSPEOT. 

Tho dawn of hotter times is beginning to 
ho vihihle to ucute observers in the United 
States. Industry is reviving. Factories 
aro boing opened, hero and thore, and many 
that never closed aro increasing their 
operations. Trade is getting by slow degrees 
better. Many boo a very decided improve 
ment in business generally. The men who 
havo money are looking about for invest 
ments, and they do not invariably, us they 
did a little while ago, turn a doaf car to 
those who want cash to go on with their 
businesB. Bradatreet's of the '27th, says : 
"The improvement in industrial and com 
meroial lines heretoforo reported continues ^o 
grow modoratoly and shows gainB from 
week to week, although more continuously 
in manufacturing than in comtnercia 
liuea. This is indicated by the record of G2 
resumptions of moro important manufactur- 
ing establishments this week compared 
with 17 shut-do wnB and by the total of 
SS-10,227,000, tho bank cleariuga of the 
week at 54 cities, which is !) per cent. 
Bmaller than tho preceding week, and ,'!1 
por cent, smaller than in tho liko week last 
year. Tho sudden and sovero chango in 
the weather has checked shipments of 
merchandise at many western and north- 
western points, although orderB for season 
able goods havo in many instances beeu in 
creaaed with tho cold season." 

With regard to tho New York Stock 
Market, Bradatreet's saya : "Tho bond 
issuo, the plethora of money, tho belief in 
tho proximato recovery in business, havo a 
sustaining influence." On tho whole, then, 
thoro ia good ground to hope that in tho 
United States the worst is over. There 
can be no doubt that when times get bettor 
in the States they will also improve in 
Canada, and particularly in this Province, 
which has, perhaps, in proportion to its 
population, larger and more intimate trade 
intercourse with our big neighbor than any 
other Provinco of the Dominion. 



mcnao influence upon trado and manu- 
factures, upon employers and upon work- 
ingmen. It rcquiros, thoreforo, for its con- 
sideration knowledge, oxperieneo and great 
thinking capacity. Crackers and day- 
eaters and coruor-grocory gossips are ovi- 
dontly unfit to frame auoh a meaauro orovon 
to form an intelligent opinion upon it after it 
is framed, and if tho people of the United 
Statoa havo no more sonso and no better 
discrimination than to send such mon to 
Congress, the sooner thoy hand over thoir 
aovoreignty to more capable handa tho bet- 
tor for their country. 

But aurely sonic good men got elected to 
tho Houso of Representatives, and they are 
not all on ono sido. It juBt may happen 
that tho thinking men and tho men who havo 
knowledgo and experience take tho lead in 
the Houao of Representatives as thoy do 
almost everywhere elso, that tho WilBon 
Bill reprosenta tho ripe exporionco and tho 
hard thinking of able mon and that 
tho crackers and the clay-eaters worked bet- 
tor than they kuc-w whon thoy, by their 
votes, gavo thoir Banction to tho handiwork 
of thoir leadera. There is an aristocracy in 
the Republic of tho United States of Am- 
erica, aa there ia in Great Britain — an aris- 
tocracy of brains, of knowledgo, of admin, 
iatrative ability, of honesty and of patriot- 
ism — and this aristocracy is certain, what- 
ever bo the form of government, in tho long 
run to take tho lead, Tho ignorant and tho 
presumptuous may now and thon got into 
places that th"y aro not fitted to fill, and 
may make terrible mistakes. But somehow 
matters get into tho right train again and 
the country does not go entirely to the 
doga. Our Portland contemporary should 
keep its temper and be patient. Ita coun- 
try ia uafe in spite of tho crackers and tho 
clay-eaters and tho scheming men who use 
them for their own purposes. 



AN INCONSISTENT REPUBLICAN. 

Tho faith of somo of our Republican 
neighbors in thoir institutiona and in tho 
principle on which their Government is 
based, does not appear at times to bo very 
strong. They, when the'logialation of Con- 
gress does not ploaao them, often— it may be 
unconsciously — condemn republicanism in 
exceedingly Btrong terms. An article in & 
late number of tho Oregonian ehows vory 
forcibly that there aro aomo Americans, who, 
though republican in namo, aro very far in- 
deed from being republican in spirit or in 
principlo. Our Portland contemporary is 
disappointed and displeased becauBO the 
Wilson tariff bill has passed tho Houso of 
Repreaentativos by a very largo majority. 
This is how it gives vent to its feelings : 

Tho bill is an emanation from the Farm- 
ors' Alliance in the South and tho Populist 
party in tho West. It is tho work of men 
who should bo hoeing cotton and digging 
potatoea, instead of meddling with legisla- 
tion ; of village wiseacres, whose notion of 
statesmanship ia to ait in a cornor grocery, 
chow tobacco and discuss public questions 
in the light of 'backwoods experience; of 
mon who know nothing of tho conditions of 
trade and industry, of tho laws of money 
and wageB ; of the principles which govern 
accumulation and distribution of capital. 
These men havo rejected tho counsels of 
knowledgo and experienco in their own 
party ; havo refuBed to listen to their col- 
leagues from centres of trade and industry, 
science and cultivation. Thoy have legis- 
lated to tho order of their cracker and clay- 
oating conatituenta in tho South and thoir 
Populiat supporters in tho West. They 
think thoy havo got a bill to lay tho whole 
weight of taxation on the rich. 

There is a fine ariBtocratio flavor about 
this, which one would not expect from a 
republican editor in a republican country. 
The United States Houso of RoprcBonta- 
tives, whatovor may bo its strength or ita 
weakness, ita intelligence or its ignorance, 
its efficiency or its inefficiency, is tho legiti- 
mate product of republican Institutions. If 
tho majority which oarriod tho Wilaon 
tariff bill aro, aa the Oregonian broadly stat es, 
a pack of ignoraniuBOB who are not fitted, 
either by naturo or by education, for tho 
work they have to do, it must bo remem- 
bered that thoy have been placed in the 
Legislature by tho votes of tho aoveroign 
people, and if thoy aro not fit to eleot men 
capable of transacting tho buainosa of tho 
nation thon, tho Orogonian boing the wit- 
ness, ropublicaniam, an it is established In 
tho United States, is t, failure. 

Tho Wilaon tariff bill ia ono of tho most 
important mossurea that over camo before 
tho Congress of tho United States. Ita 
effects, if It booome law, will bo felt for good 
or for evil in every oity and town and vil- 
lago and settlement throughout the whole 
oxtont of the Union, li will havo an im-

By-laws Considered— Other Civic 
linsiuess Dealt With. 



Aid Vigelius was the only absentee from 
tho regular weekly meeting of tho City 
Council last evening, when the following 
communications were reported as having 
boen dealt with sinco the previous mooting :

J. P. Matthews and six other residents 
— Requesting that the sidewalk on Montreal 
street, between Niagara and Dallas road, 
bo repaired, 

W. E. Holmea and twenty-seven others- 
Requesting that a sidewalk ho laid on 
Catherine streot, west side, and north ot 
Craigflowor road. 

Alan S. Dumbleton— Renewing a request 
for tho improvement of Jubilee avenue. 

William Andcun— Desiring a sidewalk for 
upper Pandora avenue and tho improvement 
of said avenue. 

Fong Chong and nineteen other— Request- 
ing that some gravel ho placed on Cormor- 
ant streot. 

P. JS&. Irving— Calling attention to tho 
dangerous pita in Richardson street. 

S. Salmon —Desiring permission to remove 
a few loads of earth from tho bank of tho 
road near Clover Point.

The superintendent of the market re- 
ported the receipts for January at SS5.G0. 

W. Kipling, on behalf of the Single Tax- 
club, wroto enclosing u resolution of the 
club asking that the assessment roll be 
printed for the information of the public. 

Another letter waa roceived from the 
same sourco, uskiDg for the use of the City 
Hall on Wednesday the 14th inst., for tho 
purposes of a public meeting under the 
uuspicea of the club. Tho first letter waB 
received to bo dealt with in due course, and 
tho request in tho second was granted. 

C. E. Renouf, Secretary of the B. C. 
Agricultural Society, wrote asking for an 
appointment for tho directors of the society 
with His Worship and tho Council, aud on 
motion of Aid. Harris tho Mayor waa em- 
powered to name a day and notify Mr. 
Ronouf. 

Coronor Dr. Hasell submitted a proposi- 
tion for tho erection of a city morgue, and 
pointed out the dangers of the presont 
system of taking bodies to the city under- 
takers. Such a building ns ho proposod 
would rot cost moro than §2,000. 

Ai.d. Harris considered tho suggestion a 
good one, and said thoro was ample space 
behind the markot for Buoh a building. He 
would refor the matter to tho Cemetery 
committee to report. Carried, 

The matter of determining tlie salary of 
the Street Inspector was referred to tho 
meeting to bo held later on this weok, to 
consider financial matters generally. 

Ald. Wilson waa given leave to intro- 
duce tho revenue by-law, which was read a 
first timo. 

The Finance committee reported on vari- 
ous expenditures, and tho report was duly 
received and adopted. 

Tho School Board requested the appro- 
priation of £.'101)1 33 account of tho new 
ward school. On motion tho amount was 
ordered paid. 

An item in tho Financo committee's re- 
port regarding a sidowalk on Ouk Bay 
avenuo waa the cause of a discussion on side- 
walks throughout tho city, it being shown 
that tho rovenuo is ontiroly inadequato in 
this rospecr.. It seemed that tho lumber 
was laid in thia cine, ready to ho put in 
place, bo the matter waa allowed to be pro- 
ceeded with. 

Tho Streets committee reported on several 
applications for sidewalks, recommending 
tho construction of some and referring 
others to tho City Engineer. This evoked 
another discussion on ways and means. 

ALD. Baker stated that the estimates 
should bo brought down, whon tho Streot 
committee would know exactly how they 
stood. 

Eventually tho matter was referred back 
to the Finance committee to report. 

Tho assessment by law was then taken up 
and passed. 

On motion the council then went into 
committee on tho cemetery by law. In 
this connection, 

Ald. Harris referred to a piece of land 
offered by the secretary of tho Anglican 
Synod on behalf of tho church, but which 
had beon declined by tho council of 1S92 for 
some rcaaon. He suggested that negotia- 
tions bo reopened in tho matter. 

Ald. Styles suggested that by somo 
means a part of tho crematory loan bo 
transferred, but this was pointed out as not 
being possiblo juBt now. 

Ald Harris urged tho immediate neces- 
sity of moving in tho direction of obtaining 
moro land. At present thero was com- 
paratively littlo spaco left ; something] must 
be done, und that at once Tho by law pro- 
vided for tho borrowing of §j,000 ropayublo 
in fifty years. 
Ald. Munn thought such a sum ridicul- 



toria. It waa liko buying a §50 lot and pay.

Fourth Session of tlio sixth Parliament. 
ELEVENTH DAY. 

Monday, February 5, 189-L 
The Speaker took the chair ut 2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Rev. Solomon Cleaver. 
PETITIONS. 

Hon. Mr. TURNER presented a petition 
from the Woman's Christian Temporunce 
Union, napectiug the franchise under the 
school act. 

The following petitions were read and 
received : 

From John Irving and qtliors, for a pri- 
vate bill to incorporate the Victoria, Van- 
couver and Westminster railway com- 
pany. — Mr. Booth. 

From D. McUillivray and others, for a 
private bill to authorize tho reclamation of 
lands in Now WeBtminstor district, adjacent 
to Sumas Iako and Vedder croek.— Mr. 
Punch. 

From "Tho Kaslo and Slocan Railway 
company," for a privato bill to amond their 
corporate act. — Mr. Hunter. 

From A. H. Maynard and many others, 
for a repeal of sub-sec. 29 of sec. 52 of the 
"Municipality act amendment act, 1893." — 
Mr. Rogers. With respect to this petition, 
the Speaker said it was certainly irregular, 
in that many of tho names appeared to bo 
copied, being written in the ono hand, and 
many of them in lead pencil. However, as 
there were many original signatures on it, 
and he did not wish to deprivo the peti- 
tioners of the benefit of their petition, be- 
cause of their lack of acquaintance with the 
rules, he would not rule againBt it. 

PRIVATE BILLS COMMITTEE. 

The private bills committee reported that 
the rules of the house had been complied 
with in respect of tho bill relating to the 
Kootenay Central railway company 1 . 

Report adopted. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE. 

Tho public accounts committee presented 
the following report, which was rocoived 
and ordered to be printed : 

" That the total expenditure as brought 
to account at the treasury from 1 st July to 
31st December, 189.3, id $79-1,017.32 ; that 
the receipts during the same period have 
been §334,241.96 ; tho expenditure over re- 
ceipts being §4uO,.'105 30 That these figures 
do not include the returns from New West- 
minster for the month of Decembor, or from 
Cowichun for November and Decomber, or 
CasBiar for October, November and Decem- 
ber. It must be taken into consideration 
that the expenditures during the first six 
months of tho fiscal year aro always tho 
heaviest, also tho receipts from taxes are 
very small, the real estate, personal prop 
' erty, wild land, income and provincial taxes 
are generally paid into the treasury during 
the month of June. Besids this wo would 
draw your attention to tho fact that the 
abovo expenditure includes tho sum of 
$53,995 05, being the discount on £123,700 
inscribed stock sold in London. 

" That tho amount of cash on special de- 
posit at the Bank of British Columbia on 
31st December, 1.S93, was $575,909 52 ; of 
this amount $50,000 iB derived from tho 
loan act, 1S9I, and $529,902 52 is the pro 
ceeds from sale of $599,915 inscribed British 
Columbia stock iaiuid uuder authority of 
tho parliament buildings construction act, 
1S93. 

" That the Bum of $53,771.38 was over- 
drawn on current account at the Bank of 
British Columbia on 31st Decomber, 1893 

" That the subsidy of $3,200 per mile, 
amounting to $103, 0U0, was received from 
the Dominion government uuder the Shu 
swap railway guarantee acts, 1890-91, and 
became part of the consolidated revenue 
fund of the province and waa paid into the 
provincial current account at the Bank of 
British Columbia and had consequently 
been expended at that date. 

"That a cash deposit of $118,100 had 
been also received from the Nakuop & Slo 
can railway company in anticipation or in 
lieu of the Dominion subsidy, under tho 
provisions of section 9 of tho railway aid 
net, 1893, and this amount also became part 
of tho consolidated revenue fund, and was 
paid into the provincial current account at 
the bank and had consc quently also been ex- 
pended at that dale. 

" That on tho 31st December, 1893, the 
sum of $49,504.99 was at the credit of the 
intestate estates fund, and the sum of $27,- 
S41.72 at the credit of the suitors' fund, 
under the act of 1890. That these funds 
are paid into the bank on current account 
and were consequently expended at that 
date. 

" That the cash balance at the treasury 
on 31st December, 1S93, was $5,343 70." 

RAILWAY COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Booth presented the first report of 
the railway committee, which recommended 
that the number necessary to form a quorum 
should be reduced to Beven. In moving the 
adoption of this report he Btated that now 
that the other committees were meeting alRo 
it was found very difficult to get tho mem 
hers of the railway committee together, and 
they hud that morning wuited for nearly 
tvs o hourB for a quorum. 

Report received and recommendation 
adopted. 

TAX ON* MORTGAGES. 

Mr Sword moved, " That in tho opin 
ion of this houBC tho incidence of tho tax on 
mortgages is inequitable." 

The SPEAKER ruled tho motion out of 
order, in the following decision : " It is an 
important financial principle that the 
houBO should not bo called upon to condemn 
taxes which they aro not prepared on the 
instant to repeal, as by so doing they un 
settle the minda of commercial men in their 
business transactions, and occasion embar- 
rassment to tho government in their plans 
for the regulation of the public finances. 
Abstract resolutions in regard to particular 
branches of taxation have been not infre- 
quently submitted to the House of Commons 
by privato members, but they have been 
uniformly resisted by tho government as 
being inexpedient and impolitic. On tho 
13ch March, 1879, Mr. Speaker Williams, 
Bitting in this chair, ruled that it waB in- 
competent for a private member to move an 
amendment to a bill that would vary 
tho incielenco of taxation. May, ninth 
edition, p. 575, says : ' Where it, has ap- 
peared that a proposed amendment would 
vary tho incielenco of taxation, .Mr. Speaker 
has declined to put the question.' I must, 
therefore, rule that the resolution is not in 
ordor and cannot bo put." 

WIDE TIRE ACT. 

Mr. Kitchen introduced a bill intituled 
"An act to amend tho wide tire act, 1893." 

Read a first time ; second reading to- 
morrow. 

FIRE ESCAPE ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie introduced a bill intituled

fire in hotelB and other public buildings." 

Read a first timo ; second reading to- 
morrow.

COLUMBIA RIVER NAVIGATION. 

Mr. KelliE moved that an humblo ad- 
dress bo presented to His Honor tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor rcquestiug that strong 
representations bo made to the Dominion 
government to havo tho obstructions to 
steamboat navigation removed between 
Revelstoke and Oanoo River, Big Bend ; 
and further, that prompt steps bo taken to 
protect the townsite of Kevelatoko from the 
encroachments of tho Columbia River. Tho 
mover said that at the present timo, for 
want of means of access, tho expense ot 
getting suppliea into the rich coun- 
try north of Revelatoke is about 
twice that even of getting into 
the Cariboo country, being about nine 
cents a pound. Ho had tho opinion of a 
competent engineer that the obstructions 
reforred to could bo readily removed. From 
personal observations mado laBt summer he 
was convinced that there is in tho district 
referred to mineral land just as rich as that 
of the now famous Kaslo-Slocan country, 
and therefore it would bo seen that his mo- 
tion waa a very importunt one. With re- 
spect to the encroachment of the river upon 
the townsite, it wus important that this 
should be stopped, as all that site will be 
required some day for the large town which 
will spring up when the lumber camps aro 
established, as they aro bound to be. At 
tho present rate of encroachment it would 
not be long until tho smelter was carried 
into the river. 

Motion agreed to. 

a minister's privileges. 

Mr. Cotton roao to move the adjourn- 
ment of the houBe, atating that his purpose 
was to call attention to a matter affeoting 
the executive council, wtiich they should 
take into their serious consideration. Ho 
8aw from a report appearing in tho Colonist 
that in the caso stated before tho Supreme 
Court relating to tho ownership of tho 
precious metals in tho railway lands, tho 
Hon. Attorney General had appeared for tho 
crown, and on the other Bide thcro had 
appeared tho Hon. C. E Pooloy, who is the 
president of tho council. He thought that 
this matter, involving millions of dollars 
and the welfare of. many people, must have 
come before tho council, and been con 
sidered by tho president with the other 
members, and he thought that that gentle 
man should not have been willing to take a 
brief against the government, especially as 
that brief was on behalf of the Island railway, 
the largest corporation in the province. He 
referred to the case which recently occurred 
in New South Wales, where a vote of cen- 
sure was passed on tho Attorney-General 
and another member of the ministry for 
having accepted a brief ugainst the railway 
eommi38ionei s, with I he result that both the 
ministers resigned. He failed to see that in 
this case and this province tho conditions 
w.ere any diti'erent except that in this in 
Btance the suit was ugainst the gov 
ernment itself and not merely an outaido 
body such us tho railway commissioners 
were. Fortunately the court on Saturday 
had taken the position that the way in 
which it waB submitted was not tho proper 
ono in which to placo the issuo before them, 
because to deal with it as rcques ed would 
have prevented any appeal being taken, and 
he thought the action of tho court had saved 
the ministry from beinc placed in a most 
embarrassing position. Ho claimed the house 
had placed itself on record in the matter 
by its action two years ago in raising 
the Balariea of the ministers, bo that they 
might devote themselves entirely to the 
business of tho country ; and though the 
President of tho Counoil is in receipt of no 
salary, that fact should not be considered a 
justification of his course in this instance. 
Ho hadbroughtup this matter on a motion for 
adjournment rather than aa a vote of cen- 
sure, because he did not wish to make it a 
party one, and ho thought tho houso should 
adjourn so as to give tho ministers an oppor- 
tunity of deciding upon tho course to be 
taken in the matter. He therefore moved 
" That the house do now adjourn." 

Hon. Mr Davie said if the object of tho 
mover had b?en, as ho claimed, to givo the 
members of tho government an opportun- 
ity of stating their position, ho would have 
brought the matter forward in a straight- 
forward way, giving the regular notice of 
his intention, instead of which ho had 
Bprnng tho resolution upon tho house, giving 
noopportunity for tho complete answer which 
might otherwise havo been mado. His ob- 
ject seemed rather to tako the government 
unawares than to hotter tho position of pub- 
lic alTairs. He thought, however, that even 
without notico tho government could state 
the position of the caEo in a manner quite 
satisfactory to the house. To tako the last 
point referred to first, ho wished to say that 
Mr. Cotton had misstated tho fact when ho 
said that but for the po-dtion taken by tho 
ODiirt in advising tho withdrawal, this vory 
important question would bo disposed of 
without tho right of appoal. It was entirely 
wrong to a ly that thoro could bo no appeal, 
because, as could be aeon by referonco to tho 
net, it is there distinctly Btated that an 
opinion of the court shall bo doomed a judg-

ment, and may bo appealed from — whether 
to tho Supreme Court of Canada or to tho 
Privy Council was, us he had eaid in the 
court, not material. Aa to tho deairo of the 
judges that the matter should como up in 
some othor way than in the abstract form 
in which it hid been presented, how it should 
be brought up was a matter of opinion, and 
upon .'urther consideration ho was still of 
tho opinion that tho caso stated should bo 
proceeded with in the Supreme Court, as 
originally decided upon, and it waa hia in- 
tention to ogiin bring it forward in that 
manner, because there is not timo to wait 
for the institution of a private suit, which 
might not arise for a year or more, though 
in tho meantime tho iasuea involved would 
be constantly increasing in importance by 
reason of the work going on, and it was 
imperative that the lands should bo 
administered. As to tho part in tho 
inattor taken by Hon. Mr. Pooley, 
he thought it showed decidedly bad 
tasto to brim; it up in the bouse. Tho lresi 
dent of tho Council occupies merely an hon 
orary position in tho executive, being in 
receipt of uo salary, and it might as well bo 
argued that he could not undertake a crim- 
inal defenco against tho crown prosecutor, 
as that he should not appear in a caso such 
as that under discussion. Technically no 
Queen's Counsel should appear 
caBe against tho crown, without special 
license, but that rule had long ago 
ceased to have any effect. Innumerable pre 
cedents could have boeniiuoted whereollicera 
of the crown had appeared aa opposing 
counsel in government cases, but tho way 
this matter had been sprung upon the houso 
gave no opportunity to procure them. Ho 
thought it highly desirable, in tho public 
interest, that gentlemen occupying positions 
iu tho government such aa that held by Mr. 
Pooley should not be restricted in their 
private affairs. It should bo tho object to 
bring into the government menof the highest 
position in tho community, and it waa to bo 
expected that those invited to join tho ex- 
ecutive would be men having professional 
or othor engagements out of which they 
could make an honorablo living, 
and not mere adventurers depen- 
dent upon the salaries attaching 
to their otlioes. It was not advisable that 
ministers who happened to be barristers by 
profession ahold bo required to abstain from 
private practice, but this matter should bo 
left to their own discrotion. It waa entirely 
wrong to Bay that the house had pronounced 
upon the principle hero involved iu grant- 
ing tho increase in salaries a couplo of years 
ago, for the actual fact was nothing of the 
kind. No lawyer in the province whoao 
services or opinion was worth having could 
be got for the present salary of the Attorney 
General if prohibited from keeping up a 
private practice. If in opposition to-mor- 
row ho would say tho same thing, for uo 
gentleman of any atanding at tho bar could 
keep up hia position upon that aalary, to 
say nothing of tho calls made upon him as a 
public man. So soon as the house adopts 
the cheap idea, the men who will accopt 
public positions will bo those who are not a 
credit to the country. As to the isauo now 
more immediately raised, if notice had boen 
given he could have met tho resolution with 
authorities beariDg upon it, which could not 
have failed to bo satisfactory to tho house, 
and he could then have conclusively shown 
the mover how ubaurdly wrong he is in 
the position he has taken. It was to be 
regretted that the matter hod been brought 
up in this haphazard way, which prevented 
its being dealt with in the clearest poasible 
manner. 

Tun SPEAKER remarked that ho would 
like to know under what authority tho 
mover had brought this matter up upon a 
motion to adjourn, as it seemed to bo decid- 
edly a question of privilego. 

Mb. Cotton replied that it wa8 under 
Rule 10, which atatea that a motir . to 
adjourn shall alwaya be in order. 

The Si'EAKEB asked if that gave authority 
for this debate. 

Mr. Cotton replied that he had oaked for 
no debate. 

Tiik SPEAKER 8aid tho hon. gentleman 
had commenced tho debate. He could find 
nothing in May juatifying tho procedure. 

Mr. Cotton referred to page 90 of tho 
rules of the house, relating to matters of 
urgency brought up ou motion to adjourn. 

The Speaker stated that no urgency had 
been shown or urgfd, the motion being sim- 
ply to adjourn. If it waa to bo mado regu- 
lar the mover would have to put it in writ- 
ing, stating the object. 

Mr. Cotton thereupon aided to his 
motion ao that it reud, "That tho house do 
now adjourn in order to diaouas the circum- 
stances of the Hon. the President of tho 
Council appearing in tho Supreme Court as 
counsel against the province." 

The SPEAKER said that thia reaolution 
being moved it was for tho houso to decide 
now whether it was one of urgency, that 
should be immediately diacuased. 

Mr. HUNTER 8aid it would be very un- 
fortunate if after the esaay read to tho 
house by Mr. Cotton the metnbera on the 
government side should not have an oppor- 
tunity to reply to it. 

Mr. Skmlin thought there should be an 
opportunity to discuss the question. 

MB. Ham, said it seemed to him that tho 
house was practically called upon to say by 
the vote on this resolution whether or not 
lawyers should bo permitted to becomo 
members of the legislature or government, 
for if on becoming mombura for tho term of 
a few years they had to relinquish tho prac- 
tice upon which they would have to depond 
upon retiring into private life, ho thought 
that few lawyers of any Btanding would 
care to make the sacrifice. 

Hon. Mr Pooley said ho did not wish to 
mako an address to tho houae unloBs per- 
fectly in order. Ho was, however, tho only 
member of the government affected by this 
reaolution and ho wished to say that ho was 
quite able to defend himself when tho 
proper time came. 

Mr. MARTIN, to bring the mattor to an 
iaBuo, moved " tho previoua question." 

Hon. Mr. BeAVEN wanted to know if 
there was not a point of order to bo dis- 
poBod of, 

Tiik Speaker said ho had decided that 
Mr. Cotton's motion, when placed on paper 
and extended, waa proporly boforo tho 
houso, and also that tho houso should then 
say whothor or not it Bhould bo disousaod. 
Tho point waB that the houso, having been 
taken by surprise, should Bay whothor or not 
it Bhould waivo tho fact of ita surprise and 
proceod to discuss tho reaolution. Ho hold 
that this motion had not boon brought up 
proporly, and could not bo diacuased unless 
tho houso ao decidod. Ho then put tho 
question on Mr. M irtin'a motion, "That 
this question bo now put." 

Tho motion waa carried on division of 18 
to 11, as follows : 

Yeas — Messrs. Adams, Anderson, Baker, 
Booth, Croft, Davio, Hall, Horno, Hunter, 
Kollio, Martin, Pooley, Punch, Rogera, 
Stoddart, Turner, Vernon and Watt — 18. 

Nays — MeBars. Boaven, Brown, Cotton, 
Forster, Grant, Keith, Kitchen, MoKenzio, 
Milne, Semlin and Sword — 11. 

Tho resolution moved by Mr. Cotton was 
then negatived on the aamo division oxcopt 
that Mr. Grunt voted with the majority. 
position ok parties. 

Mr. Kitchen moved " That whereas in a 



copy of a report of tho exooutive council, 
dated tho 2nd Septomber, 1893, which re 
port has been laid beforo this house and for 
warded to Hia F.xcollency tho Govqrnor- 
General, it ia stated that ' tho number of 
votes actually polled at tho general olection 
for candidates avowedly supporting tho gov- 
ernment waa equal to tho number of votes 
polled for both opponenta and independents 
combined '; and whereas, counting tho vote 
polled for each individual candidate, whether 
elected or not, as given in the Canadian Par- 
liamentary Companion, tho totals uro as fol- 
lows : For independent and oppoaition can- 
didates, 11,403 ; for candidates avowedly 
supporting tho government, S.177 ; making 
a majority of votes cast of Il/J^li ; while an 
Independent was elected for Nanai- 
mo city by acclamation with a regis- 
tered vote of 712, making an actual 
vote against tho government of ,'!,9,'18 ; 
Resolved, that this houso rogrota tho publi- 
cation in an ollicial document of tho falao 
atatement above cited." Ho atatod that he 
moved this reaolution mainly for tho pur- 
poao of " getting at the Attorney-General " 
and giving him an opportunity of pro- 
ducing the figures on which ho hud bused 
his statements. Ho did not wish to 
bring tho resolution forward as a vote of 
censure, and if tho Attorney-Goneral 
proved his statements ho (Mr. Kitchen) 
would have much pleaBiiro in withdraw- 
ing it. 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho did not wish to 
apeuk on tho que8tion now, and thus bo 
prevented from addroasing himself to the 
house later iu answer to anything which 
might be Btated during the debate, but ho 
rose merely to aay that, since Mr. Kitchen 
wished to " get at " him aa atated, ho 
should ahow how he proposed to do it. 
That gentleman now appeared to occupy 
un utterly ridiculous position. If he made 
oven a correct count of the returns given in 
tho book which ho quoted, ho would find 
that, the atatement in tho resolution ia alto- 
gether incorrect. 

Mil Brown claimed that in previous dis- 
cussions in this house, it had been estab- 
lished that tho statement made by tho At- 
torney-General in tho offuiul document is 
not correct. 

Dr. Watt thought tho resolution was at 
least not happily worded, and did not m»ke 
it quite clear whether or not it waa the falao 
statements thun mado by Mr. Kitchen him- 
self to which ho wished to tako exception. 
Hia statements certainly were false, for ex- 
umple, where ho claimed tho whole vote of 
Nanaimo against tho government becauso an 
independent had been elected by acclama- 
tion. Computing the return on tho fairest 
poasiblo baaia, which waa by crediting the 
respective partioa with tho highest number 
of votes polled by any one man in 
constituencies where thero were sev- 
eral candidates, he found that thero wero 
.'1S19 votes cist for .tho government, 1779 
for tho oppoaition and L'7'21 for the indepen- 
dent candidates. He thought that at least 
one-third of the independent vote might bo 
put down as cast by supporters of tho gov- 
ernment ; which would givo a total of 
47-6 for the government and .'lu'J.'l against 
them. In the face of this fact ho thought 
it waa the height of absurdity for the ao- 
called " conetitutional convention" at 
Kaniloops, representing at tho very most 
only two or three hundred doctors, to aay 
that this house waa not representative of 
the peoplo. 

Hon. Mr Davie roso to speak, but Mr. 
Sword raised the point of order that he had 
already apoken. 

The SPEAKER sustained tho point of ordor. 
Hon. Mr. Davie remarked that thia in- 
cident showed how hollow was tho pretence 
that tho opposition moved this resolution 
with tho object of getting an explanation, 
for when ho tried to explain they atopped 
him with thia trifling objection. Ho hoped 
the fact that ho was thus prevented from 
explaining would not be lost eight of. 

Mr. Sword proceeded to addreaa the 
house, saying that ho could not aee how Iho 
Attorney-General could poBBibly have mado 
Buch a calculation aa stated in tho report, 
and he would very much liko to have him 
attempt to justify it. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— And yet you object to 
my speaking ! 

Mr Sword professed to bo quite willing 
that the Attorney-General Bhould explain, 
and claimed that ho hud objected merely 
becauao that uontleman made it a practice 
to apeak twice, " which no other member 
would have the impudence to do." Ho most 
heartily endorsed the declaration of the 
Kamloopa convention that this legislature 
i8 not repreaentativo of the majority of tho 
people. 

Hon". Mr. Vernon expressed aurpriae 
that tho Speaker had ruled the Attorney- 
General out of order, becauao that gentle- 
man had distinctly stated when ho roso that 
he wished merely to ask for information, 
and not at that timo to make a speech upon 
the reaolution. He thought that Mr. 
Sword's suggestion of " impudence " was 
altogether uncalled for, aa in every legisla- 
ture considerable latitude in tho matter of 
addressing the house ia allowed to the 
leader of the government and the leader of 
tho opposition. In order to givo the Attor- 
ney-General an opportunity of being heard, 
ho moved the adjournment of the debate. 

Hon. Mr Davie thereupon aaid he hoped 
this incident would impress upon tho hon, 
gentlemen opposito how futile such attempts 
to Btifla riiscui-sion would be in the legisla- 
ture, and though they might appear to suc- 
ceed at public meetings every audience waa 
capablo of correctly appreciating auch at- 
tempts. Dr. Watt had proved that, oven 
taking the authority on which Mr. Kitchen's 
motion is said to be based, a fair calculation 
showed a result quite different to tho ono 
thero atated, and gave tho government a 
majority of more than 1200 votes. Thia 
very book showed that tho number of votes 
polled for candidates who support tho gov- 
ernment was 10,. '173, and ho read the liat 
of names showing how this total is mado up. 
For tho independents there had been polled, 
for candidates whoso names ho mentioned, 
4,132; and for tho oppoaition candidates, a 
list of whom he gavo also, 5,484, bo that tho 
totals, according to his calculation showed 
9,01(1 for tho opposition and independents 
combined, against 10,373 for tho govern- 
ment. 

Mr. SwORO declared that while tho Attor- 
noy-General had included Mr. Horno and 
Mr. Punch on tho government side thoy had 
not como out us supporters of tho govern- 
ment and therofore should not have boon 
bo included. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven contended that Mr. 
Kitchen's motion correctly showed tho 
votes actually polled, and therefore that tho 
statement in the ordor in council waB incor- 
rect and should not have been mado in an 
official document. 

Mr. Brown in a long speech called upon 
Mr. Punch and Mr. Horne to Btato whether 
or not they run in opponition to the govern- 
ment, bocauao, if thoy did not bo run and 
tho Attornoy-General was right in hia classi- 
fication, ho claimed that thoy acted tho part 
of traitors and snoaks in coming as they 
had como to tho privuto conferences of tho 
independent party. 

Hon. Con. Baker said it waa immaterial 
whether or not theao gentlemen had run aa 
government candidates, aa tho atatement 
now in queation cloarly mount that at tho 
preaont timo thoy aro avowedly aupporting 
the government. [Horo tho electric lights 



wont out, and tho discussion proceeded in 
entire darkness.] 

Mr Horne warmly resented tho insinua- 
tion just mado by Mr. Brown, that ho 
and Mr. Punch and Mr. Kellio had been 
traitors to tho independent party. Hia 
addreaa ho clainiod waa tho flrat inde- 
pendent addresa issued to tho electorate. 
In it ho said he waa neither for nor against 
the govornment, and ho then declared that 
be would not oppose tho government if they 
amondod tho land act and tho echool act, 
and would proir.iso a redistribution bill. 
When ho camo to tho houso Mr. Brown 
aont him a notice to attend the caucua 
of tho independent party and ho had ac- 
cordingly gono there on Bevoral occasions. 
Ho defied Mr. Brown or anyone else to say 
that ho had given away any of tho secrots of 
that party. Ho soon found that his ideas 
did not ugreo with theirs ; thoy wanted to 
discuss tho Biuglo tax question and all sorts 
of fada, and he found that ho had to come 
to the houao timo and again and vote against 
them, bo ho mado up his mind that ho waa 
in the wrong placo. 

Hon. Mr Davie— Of course you were, 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. House continued that ho found it 
quite impossible to work as deaired 
with Mr. Brown or to Bit with him unless 
ho would ait thero in silenco and allow Mr. 
Brown to do all tho talking. Almost evory 
timo thero was a meeting nearly overy mem- 
ber preaont had to call thut gentleman to 
order and to aBk him if no ono else could 
havo an opportunity of aaying anything. 
Ho did not regrot having left tho caucus. 
He wiahod to bo quito freo to aupport the 
government on every matter of advuntago 
to tho public, and ho theroforo separated 
himself from tho other party and for nearly 
a month attended no cuueusea ut all. Later 
on, when ho was supporting the govern- 
ment on nearly overy question, ho com- 
menced to attend their caucuses, and ho hud 
never been sorry for making tho chaugo. 

Mr. Kellie alao resented tho insinuation 
mado by Mr. Brown, who he said had no 
right whatever to call him a traitor to any 
party. He had never broken a single pledge 
mado to his constituents, and ho would show 
to morrow when tho dobato was resumed 
that in now supporting tho government ho 
waa taking a perfectly consistent course 

The motion to adjourn tho debate was 
agreed to. 

The houso adjourned at 5:45 p.m.

miningcampaatlllecillowaet, Hall's Landing, 
Lardeau, Thompson's Landing, Trout Lako 
City, Fire Valley, Robson Truil Creek, 
Toad Mountain, Goat River, Three Forks, 
Balfour, Pilot Hay, Four Mile Creek and 
Big Bend; und whoreus tho judicial work is 
ulreudy great and rapidly increaaing; there- 
fore bo it reaolved that an humble addresa 
bo presented to Hia Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor requesting that atrong repro- 
Bentationa be mado to the Dominion govern- 
ment to appoint a resident county court 
judge for the diatrict of Weat Kooteuay.

1. Victoria Diatrict, which aaid pleco or parcel 
of land ia more particularly deactibed aa fol- 
lowa : 

Commencing at tho south-east crrner of lot 2 
of said sub-division ; thence southorly across 
lot 31 on a production of the line between lots 2 
and 3, forty foot, more or leap, to the north lino 
of Oak Day Avcnuo ; thenco weaterly along the

Or. u. M. J ones Deposes as to the 
"Post Mortem "—The Inquest 
Continued. 



The Coroner's inquiry into the death of 
Mrs. Ellzkbeth Roberts, of Plumper Pass, 
Mayno Island, wua resumed at 2 o'clock 
yeBterday afternoon, Coroner Walkem of 
Nauaimo presiding, and Coronor Hasoll of 
Victoria occupying a seat with him on tbu 
bench. Tho jury being ro-sworn, again 
visited tho undertaking establishment for 
the purpose of viewing tho body, and when 
tho court opened for tho hearing of ovidence 
Superintendent Hussey announced that 
tho witnesses from Mayne Island boiug in 
attendance, the caeo could ho taken up 
from the boginning. Mr. H. Dallas 
Holmcken asked and obtained permission to 
appear in VV. T. Collinson'a behalf. 

Provincial Constab'e William MoNoill, at 
present stationed at Mayno Island, was tho 
tirst witness called. Ho identified the body 
viewed by the jury as that of Elizabeth 
Roberts, of late residing with W. T. Colliu- 
bou at Plumper Pass, and continued : Tho 
last conversation I bad with the deceased 
waB on January 2 last. She was then in VV. 
T. Collinsun'a reaidenco at tho Pass. I 
called to speak to her with regard to a com- 
plaint she had previously made to mo ; Bhe 
had informed me that she believed Collin 
son and his boys w-ero robbing her of her 
jewelry and money. She said they had 
brukeu open her trunk and wore robbing 
her. She requested mo to watoh them. 
William Robson, J. P., was present with 
mo at tho interview referred to 
on the 2nd of January. During 
tho conversation, Mrs. Roberts complained 
to mo that Mr. Collinson had given her 
l:i] lor to drink with something very hitter 
in it. Then Bho added, " No — not exactly 
bitter— something like acid ; I can't just 
describe it." Sho suid "I've never been 
tho aamo since." During the conversation 
sho would hurst out crying as if in distress, 
and Bho said she could uot help crying. Mr. 
Robson asked her how often oho had been 
given this drink by Collinson, and she re 
plied that she could remember three times 
diatinctly that sho had noticed the presence 
of thiB peculiar acid taste in her driok, and 
she promised thut lho next time sho was 
given it Bhe would Bave it for me. She then 
requested mo to find out if her money 
was all right, aa she had signed 
papers for Collinson which ho had aaid were 
the poat ollico returns (he being postmaster) 
but which oho had since had doubts in re- 
gard to. Sho said that Bho did not know 
what the papers she signed were, as Collin- 
son held his baud over the body of the docu- 
ments and made her sign her name at the 
bottom. She had signed, she Baid, "Mrs. 
Elizabeth Roberts," and a few days later Col- 
linson returned with tho paper and told her 
thcHgnature wasn't rightasehehadn'tsigned 
her full name. Sho had then signed "Mrs 
Elizabeth Anr.e Roberts." She was then 
afraid, she said, that thero was something 
wrong with her money aa it had been hanked 
in the name of Mrs. Elizabeth Anne 
Roberts. I advised her to come 
in to Victoria and look into her otlairs 
and sho replied : " How can I ; he won't lot 
mo; he" — meaning Collinson — " won't lot 
me out of his sight." Samuel Collinson, a 
son of VV. T. Collinson, coming in then, the 
conversation terminated. I did not go there 
again until the nigh t of tho L'Tth of January, 
when I received a motsage at about 9:30 
o'clock that I was wanted at the Pass ub 
Mra. Roberts was very bad. I arrived at 
Plumper Pass at 11 o'clock or thereabouts 
and remained until the following morning, 
when Mrs. Roberta' death was reported to 
me by Mr. William Kobson, proprietor ol 
the Mayne Island house. Oo Monday, the 
2S.hof January, I saw the dead body of 
Mrs. Roberts and helped VV, T. Collinson 
and MrB. Robson to put it in the collin. 
This was at Mr. Collinaon's hous n . I then 
reported the circumstances of tho case to 
Superintendent Hussey. Mrs. Rollers was 
ill for some time. W. T. Collinson 
told me that tho old lady was sick abed and 
he was going to get rid of her and get an- 
other housekeeper. He waa evidently in 
earnest, for ho spoke of having written to 
a Mra. Pitmore, of Union or Comox, to come 
and act hb hia housekeeper. From the ;om- 
mon talk of bis (Collinson) having poisoned 
Mrs. Roberts, I considered it my duty to 
report all the oil cumatancea to the Superin- 
tendent of Police. I should have been re- 
misB in my duty had I not done so. 

To the Coroner : Tho deceased was an 
habitual drunkard. She complained to me 
of Collinson having frequently used dread- 
ful language to her. 1 never noticed any 
marks of violence on Mrs. Roberts' face, but 
I have often seen her drunk. She was usu- 
ally in that condition. When the conver- 
sation of January 2 took placo aho was not 
exactly sober, evidently in a low, depressed 
state from drink. She was not hysterical, 
and apoke clearly and rationally. 

Constable McNeill's report to Superin- 
tendent Hua^ey was here read and put in, 
and tho direct examination closed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Holmcken, the 
oll'uer aaid that it was early in December 
when Mrs. Rohorta complained to him that 
she whs being robbed of her money and 
jewelry. Sho was not exactly sober at tho 
time, and consequently ho did not "take aa 
much stock" in th-i robbery story as he 
otherwise might have. He did not believe 
it implicitly, nor did ho disbelieve it ; he 
determined to watch and see if there was 
anything in it. He accordingly kept close 
watch, but did not hear of any jewelry being 
offered for aalo or put aboard any of tho 
steamers calling at tho Pass. When ho 
called to eeo Mrs. Roberts on January 2, 
Collinson was in Victoria. Referring to his 
report to Superintendent Hussey, ho ex- 
plained that part of tho information was ob- 
tained from Mr. Robson, part from 
Mrs. Robson, part from Collinson, part 
from Mr. Pike, and part being known 
to himself from convora vtiona with Mrs. 
Roberta — ho knew that Mra. Roberta 
had told Collinson about the call on January 



2, and would not fye surprised to learn that 
aho had told him that he (witness) had 
asked her dreadful questions aa to Collin- 
son'a habitual abuse of her, nor would ho be 
surprised to lijarn that Mrs. Roberts had said 
b« (McNeill) offered to look into her affairs 
for her when he was in Viotoria. Ho did 
not find out anything about the jewelry, but 
was not yet through his investigations, 
When ho went to the Pass on the night of 
the 27th of January, ho did not go to Mr. 
Colliuson's because neither Mr. Collinson 
nor Mrs. Robens bad a<rnt for him. He 
wont, aa was his habit, to tho Mayno 
Island house, and remained there by Mr. 
Ro boon's request, while tho lat.tor went 
over to Collinson's, Returning Mr. Robson 
said that tho old woman was very low and 
could not live through the night. 

To tho Jury: No liquor is sold at tho 
Mayno Island house. 'Collinson Biipplied 
Mrs. Roberta with her liquor, gotting it in 
bulk from Viotoria. I beliovo MrB. Roberts 
waa paid $20 per month, but do not know 
whether or not her wages were paid regu- 
larly. I heard that Mrs. Roborta had no 
medical attention ; tho nearest doctors were 
at Victoria or Westminster. A doctor could 
have been more readily obtained from West- 
minster, as tho steamers mado hotter con- 
nection that way. Collinson told me the 
deceased had frequent vomiting fits. 

Dr. O. M. Jones deposed to having mado 
a post mortem examination of tho body of n 
woman between 40 and 00 years of age 
apparently, and which was said to bo the 
body of one Elizabeth Roberta. Tho body 
waa well nourished and thero wore no aigna 
or marks of violence ; nor was there any- 
thing worthy of special noto in tho oxtcrnal 
appearance of the body. Tho entire skin had 
a waxy appearance, and tho expression of 
tho face anil eyes waa natural. Tho upper 
part of tho brain showed Bigna of former 
meningitis, but in the brain itself thoro waa 
nothing more of note. Both lungs, as well 
as the brain, were perfectly healthy ; tho 
heart was largo and showed no trace of any 
disease whatever. Tho liver waa pale yel- 
low and immensely large, weighing exactly 
six pounds. Spleen, kidneys, stomach, in- 
testines, etc. , were all carefully examined, 
but witness found nothing to warrant a con- 
clusion in regard to tho cause of death, uot 
knowing the history of the case. It waB 
evident from tho appearance of the liver 
and other orgaua that the deceased had 
been an excessivo cater and drinker. In 
view of the fact that suspicions of poisoning 
had been raised, witness considered an an- 
alysis of the contents of the stomach and in- 
testines absolutely necessary, and had ac- 
cordingly given all Biich contents, in sealed 
jars, to the public analyst. 

The Coroner : Would it bo possible for 
you, from a casual view of tho body, with- 
out removing the clothing, to atato the cause 
of death ? 

Witness : Most assuredly not ; especially 
not when, ua I Bay, I cannot do bo after per- 
forming a thorough poSl mortem examina- 
tion, there waa no heart disease of any 
kind (this to Supt. Hussey). 

Dr. Richard Morrison, sworn, said : I 
did not know tho deceased, Elizabeth 
Roberta, previous to her death. On the 
,'lOth of laat, month, January, 1S9-4, Mr. W. 
T. Collinson called at my ollico and asked 
mo to go and see tho body of one 
Elizabeth Roberts at Mr. Story's under- 
taking rooms. I naked him if ho 
hud had a medical man atttnd tho woman 
previous to her death, and ho replied " no." 
1 went to tho undertaker's undertaking 
room and examined tho body, and ho re- 
turned with mo to my ollico. I did not 
remove tho clothing, but I examined tho 
face and the eyes, and looked at the body 
and returned to my office I asked him 
what she complained of and how she felt 
previous to death, and from what ho stated 
I formed my diagnosis that death wua 
caused by heart failure. He (Collinson) 
stated that her illness oontinued about 
seven weeks previous to death. Now, 
gentlemen of the jury, the laat time you 
were gathered hero, soma remarks Were 
made in refurenee— 

Coroner Walkem (sharply) -Now stop ! 
What are you going to say ? 

The witness replied that ho merely wished 
to explain in regard to the certificate of 
death which he had issued, and he was then 
permitted to continue. He said : Tbelast 
timj you wero here, gentlemen of the jury, 
some remarks were made in regard to my 
having given a oertilbate of death, though 
not having attended the patient. I can as- 
sure you, gentlemen of tho jury, this occurs 
every day in this city, and all tho doctors In 
practice do it. They know of it, and all 
the undertakers know it. In Chinatown 
nearly every day thero is a death, no doctor 
having been in attendance, and the under- 
taker seea a doctor and takes him dowu to 
have a look at the body and gets a certifi- 
cate of death from him, und I don't think ii 
right or — 

Coroner Walkem : Then all I have to 
say, Dr. Morrison, is that if such a state of 
iill'iira exists as you have described, I blush 
for my profession I Any professional man 
who for the sake of a paltry fee will make 
out a certificate of death, not knowing tho 
f icts thoroughly, is a disgrace to his profes- 
sion. It, waa and is your duty, sir, (this to 
Dr. Morrison) to report tho matter to the 
authorities. I cannot believe that a brother 
medical man can debase hiinpclf as you say 
all the practitioners of Victoria do. Your 
atory ia outrageous— it ia monstrous ! That 
every medical man of Victoria at the diet i- 
tion of whatever undertaker comes to him, 
is prepared to sell hia word for a fee ! I 
cannot sit hero and listen to auch a atory. 
You are only making a bad matter much 
worse by your attack upon the medical 
men. For God's sake don't so far forget 
yourself as to attack those who havo the 
misfortune to be your brethren in the med- 
ijal profession. I may bo excused for a 
little warmth— the insult to the profession 
is too much. What did Collinson say in 
excuse for not providing tho woman with 
medical attention 1 

Dr. Morrison: Collinson said she did not 
wiah medical attention ; it waa from what 
ho aaiil that I arrived at tho cause of death. 
I then gave him tho certificate. That'a all 
I wish to say about it. Collinson said alio 
had a complication uf diseases. Tho usual 
feo for a certificate of death is $5 ; Collin- 
son gave mo .52 50, and said he would give 
mo tho other $2 50 again. 

To Superintendent Hussey : I certified 
that death was caused by cardiac disease or 
heart fuilure. 

To jurors : Tho undertaker did uot call on

Mr. Collinson called at my ollico. I think 
Mr. Story was in the next room when I 
mado my examination of tho body ; I didn't 
give it a thorough overhauling ; I didn't 
make no poat mortem. 1 looked at tho 
eyes, which were open, but I depended al- 
most entirely on what Mr. Collinson 
told me. I asked him the symptoms 
of heart disease and he ran over them ex- 
actly ; ho's a very intelligent man 
as you will notice as Boon ua he gets into tho 
witneaa box. I havo heard of certificates of 
death being given aa I say ; the undertakers 
can tell you all about it. I can't give names 
and dates ; it's not for mo to do. Tho cuses 
of the Chinamen aro tho only ones I know 
of. Of course thero aro many cases of tho 
kind that I know of ; I havo said there are. 
I'm not here to say who issued tho certifi- 
cates ; you can easily find that out at tho 
registry ollice. 

Superintendent Hussey : Tho peoplo of 
tho registry ollico fail to find any c rtilicate 
auch aa Dr. Morrison has issued and 
signed by any other medical man, in a 
search extending over tho records of threo 
yearB. 

Dr. Morrison remarked that he had noth- 
ing to do with this, and the inquest was 
then adjourned until this morning at 10 
o'clock.
